Western  ('.in.nl.i  I'lububly  no  con- 
tractor ever  gathered  around  him  a 
more  loyal  stafT  of  sub-contractors 
and  clerical  workers  than  he  did. 
The  reason  for  tha  loyalty  ahown  was 
not  hard  to  seek.  If  his  eo-workers 
were  loyal  to  him.  Oeneral  Stewart 
was  no  leas  loyal  to  them.  He  was 
always  re.idy  to  join  with  them  In 
any  enterprises,  and  the  most  won- 
derful esprit  de  corps  w.as  ever  in 
evidence    within    the  C()mpan.\. 

\\'h<'ii  the  war  broke  out  he  of- 
fered his  servli  e.s.  and  at  once  his 
lieutenants  in  the  rjiiiway  construc- 
tion and  contracting  work  did  the 
same,  ao  that  practically  the  whole 
ataS  of  which  he  was  head  was 
placed  at  the  diaposal  of  the  Oovern 
ment  for  the  carrying  on  or  railway 
woric  at  the  front  and  for  any  other 
operations  for  which  their  practical 
experience  quailtied  them. 

It  was  not  long  before  he  <ame 
under  the  eye  of  the  tiritish  genera! 
ataff,  and  before  the  war  ended  there 
was  no  more  valued  officer  In  his 
line  with  the  troops  at  the  front. 
To  the  (Jold  Coast 

The  war  over,  the  Mritish  (Jovern- 
ment  made  an  offer  lo  (ieneral 
Stewart  to  take  charge  of  an  Immense 
engineering  work  on  the  Oold  Coast 
in  Africa  which  was  in  view.  Thin 
work  Is  still  in  progress,  and  only 
last  Summer  he  made  a  trip  there 
on  Inapeetion. 

The  work  will  take  two  yeara  more, 
says  Oeneral  Stewart  before  it 
computed,  Th«>  main  pan  of  the 
work  is  the  carrying  out  of  a  harbor 
propoaitlon,  which  alone  repie.sents 
about  ten  million  pounds.  This  is 
the  harbor  of  Tagaradi,  and  he  says 
it  is  a  most  maBnlflcent  harbor  that 
will  be  provided.  From  the  harbor, 
aa  feeders,  are  a  number  of  abort 
lines  of  railway  that  are  being  built. 
The  whole  of  the  work  cornea  under 
the  task  which  he  has  had  charge  of. 

Characteristic  of  the  man.  Qeneral 
Stewart,  in  the  carrying  out  of  this 
work  huM  bad  many  of  his  old  itas'i- 
ciates  In  Canai*.!  as  his  asslsluntH  in 
the   work    in  Africa. 

.Speaking  "f  the  climate  of  the 
t^Jold  Co.ist.  he  .says  that  while  11  Is 
very  hot,  he  did  nut  nnd  it  dlaagree- 
able.  He,  in  fact,  rather  enjoyed  the 
cllmatlo  conditions  there. 

Cunrted  Defeat 

Keferring  to  the  aituation  in  Kng- 
land.  tJeneral  Rtewart  thinka  that  It 
u  loo  bad  that  the  Ualdwin  Oovern- 
ment courted  defeat  In  the  way  it 
did.  Kx-Premier  Baldwin  waa  un- 
doubtedly, he  says,  an  able  man.  and 
It  Is  too  tMul  that  he  haa  not  l>een  al- 
lowed to  carry  on  the  administration 
As  it  is  now,  the  LAbor  (Jov^rnnient 
will  he  subject  to  fhe  dictation  of  the 
Liberal  wing  in  the  House,  and  only 
as  long  as  the  lecisltaion  is  agreeable 
to  the  l.ilierals  will  the  l.,abor  (Jov- 
ernrneni  be  atije  to  carry  on.  The 
result,  he  thinks,  can  only  be  a  short- 
lived Parliament. 

Taxation  preases  heavily  In  the  Old 
Land,  and  Oeneral  Stewart  ought  to 
know  this,  for  he  la  a  landowner  to 
the  extent  of  about  14  2,000  acres  in 
the  north  of  Scotland.  The  taxes,  he 
pomts  out,  makes  hini  wish  he  did 
not  own  the  bind  The  piirili.inc  was 
made  1  number  of  years  ago  and  was 
•  K  liiatcd  by  sentiment.  "If  I  had  It 
to  do  now,  I  would  not  buy  it,  '  he 
f  iys.  The  estate  covers  what  waa 
his  old  Scottish  home  twfov  he 
came  to  Canada  to  make  his  fortune. 
Uke  oeher  men  who  have  acquired 
wealth  in  new  lands,  he  conceived 
the  Idea  that  he  would  like  to  own 
the  land  where,  as  ,1  bo.\'.  he  had 
roamed  the  ininus  .iiid  where  his 
c fice-lor.s  had  generation  after  gen- 
«  ration  lived.  Accordingly  he  becanii> 
quite  an  extensive  land  holder  In  this 
old  h.itne,  and  he  numl>er8  about 
2.000  tenants  on  his  estate.  No  email 
part  of  tha  area  le  devoted  to  grouae 
moora  and  deer  forests. 

The  day  of  large  railway  contracts 
seems  to  tie  fiast,  and  lieneral 
Stewart  is  now  le.ullng  a  very  much 
less  arduous  lareer  than  was  his  tie- 
fore  the  war.  Hut  .imong  rallwa\' 
contractors  none  have  retalnetl  sue  h

One  cf  the  most  interest- 
ing of  the  appointments  is  that  of 
Mr.  Sydney  Webb,  ai  Presldeot  of 
the  Board  of  Trade.  He  is  known 
Mi  an  intellectoal  Soehliat  and  an  ex 
qeedingly  able  man.  bnt  how  able 
ha  wiU  ba  in  a  practical  aettte  has 
vet  to  be  proved.  The  position  of 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  does 
BUI  tekfale  the— but,  demand :» 

action.  The  nierrantile  interests  of 
Britain  dahnot  without  harm  be  made 
the  mbjcct  of  Socialistic  experi- 
ments. 

The^new  President  of  the  Board 
of  p:ducation  is  Mr.  C.  P.  Trevelyan, 
another  of  the  intellectuala  of  the 
Labor  Party.  His  Socialism  is  dif- 
ferent in  type  from  that  espoused  by 
Mr.  Sydney  Webb.   It  is  doubtful  if 

he  will  interfere  with  the  present 
system  of  cdi  -iation.  altiiougli  he  is 
certain  to  prove  an  advocate  of  larger 
expenditures.  Mr.  .\rthiir  Hender- 
son, one  of  the  most  temperate  mcni 
hers  of  the  Labor  Party,  is  Secre- 
tary for  Home  Affairs.  He  is  at 
present  without  a  seat  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  but  one  can  be  found 
for  hhn  readily  and  he  will  probably 

be  reliirn'H  unopposed.  Labor  will 
he  represented  by  three  Ministers  in 
the  House  of  Lord*  which  solves  one 

of  tli<'  difTif ullir.  whirb  it  f.T  <-.l  in 
taking  office.  Viscount  Haldanc  ha^ 
accepted  the  office  of  Lord  Chancel- 
lor, an  appointment  to  which  he 
brings  experience  to  bear,  as  he  oc- 
cupied the  woolsack  during  the  As- 
quith  reginu".  Lord  Parmoor,  so 
r.ffen  mentioned  for  his  Labor  pro- 
clivities, IS  Lord  President  of  the 
Cottncit.  and  the  First  Lord  of  the 
Admiralty  also  has  a  aeat  in  the 
Hotise  of  Lords. 

It  ia  a  Cabinet  list  that  will  create 
surprise  amosf  many  of  the  follow- 
ers of  Labor,  and  capccially  among 
the  extremists.  It  wilt  doubtless  not 
be  acceptable  to  the  Clydcsidc  mem- 
bers. It  has  yet  to  be  proved  whether 
or  not  it  will  be  acceptable  to  the 
nation.  Reasoned  opinion,  however, 
must  admit  that  Mr  Mac  Donald  has 
done  the  very  best  he  could  with 
the  nutcrial  at  his  disposal  The  new 
Minister*  have  a  period  of  three 
weeks  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  duties  of  their  office  before  they 
meet  Parliament.  In  that  time  they 
will  determine  the  policies  to  be  un- 
dertaken. It  IS  obvious  that  the  Cab- 
inet has  been  aelactcd  with  a  definite 
purpose  of  winning  the  favor  of  the 
Liberals  to  whom  the  Laborites  owe 
their  advent  to  power.  Seven  ex- 
Libtrala  arc  included  in  the  ministry 
with  which  Mr.  Ramsay  Mac  Donald 
will  make  his  first  essay  in  govern- 
ment.

to  pripetuate  hi*  policies.  Another 

party  IS  now  in  the  making  that  VOnId 
undo  the  evil  that  M.  Lenine  and 
his  followers  have  accomplished, 
flis  death  marka  another  transition 
stage  in  the  history  of  Russia. 

There  are  many  even  among  his 
bitterest  enemies  who  will  believe  m 
the  genviiitness  of  M.  Lenine.  He 
W  IS  a  man  of  great  ability,  but  a 
man,  too,  of  fatal  mistakes.  In  at- 
tempting to  aboliah  God  from  the 
life  of  the  Russian  people  he  was 
setting  himself  above  God.  Russia 
has  snffered.  It  ia  still  paasing 
through  a  painful,  tortuous  process, 
which  will  teach  the  Russian  people 
ultimately  that  "while  the  mills  of 
Cod  Rrind  siowty  yet  the  grist  is 
exceeding  hne."  M.  Lenine  in  hia 
doctrines  and  his  policies  has  been 
iiopelcasir  miatakcn.  and  yet  withal 
there  were  commendable  traits  in 
the  man's  character  although  many 
of  ihem  isrttl  new  be  raaaambered 
because  of  his  overweening  presump- 
tion. He  was  a  good  family  man, 
and  he  was  ^dolbcd  1*7  thoae  xol- 
leagucs  whom  be  had  raised  to  the 
seats  f>f  authority.  Whatever  part, 
if  any.  he  had  in  the  crime  ot  mur- 
dering the  ex- Emperor  Nicholas  and 
hi.s  family,  is  an  inexpiable  one.  He 
was  a  party,  as  Premier,  to  countless 
other  exeentkMs  for  no  eauae  save 
opposition  to  his  regime.  Whatever 
may  be  said  in  his  favor  in  this  re- 
spect is  what  can  be  said  in  favor  of 
anyone  with  the  lust  for  power  who 
is  "bloody minded,  bold  and  resolute." 
His  friends  describe  him  as  the  "great 
intellectual  force"  of  tiic  Russian 
Revolution,  History  may  assign  liim 
that  role,  but  whether  it  will  be  a 


role  of  fame  or  infamy  only 
fntore  of  Roasia  can  determine.

It  is  too  close  to  the  era  of  his 
rcvolotkNi  fnd  the  pcrspcetlre  of  his- 
tory la  wholly  lacking  in  attemptii  g 
to  form  an  estimate  of  M.  Nikolai 
Lcnine,  the  first  Soviet  Premier  of 
Russia,  who  has  just  died     Tlie  tur- 
bulent world  conditions  which  mtde 
it  poaaible  for  him  to  ride  into  power 
destroy  any  analogy  which  might  be 
attempted  between  him  and  the  s*rid- 
ent  spirits  of  the  tirsi  French  Kc\o- 
lutlon.   He  was  the  man  of  the  Rus- 
sian Revoiuiion  who  has  ^own  the 
wind;  the  whirlwind  has  yet  to  be 
reaped.  He  fa— d  ready  to  hi«  haiid 
a  doctrine  enunciated  by  Karl  Marx. 
It  waa  a  doctrine  of  force  in  a  world 
where  the  big  battalions  wCre  aligned 
against  each  other.    M.  Lcnine  took 
advantage  of  the  world's  preoccupa- 
tion, of    Russia's   exhaustion,   of  a 
population  dazed  by  the  flaafnitnde 
of    '  <■<•■     1-^1  he  founded  a  new  form 
ot  autocracy  which  has   cven  sur- 
vived hia  lengthy  {AnMa    and  his 
death.    So  obsessed  did  he  become 
by  the  ffccess  that  followed  hit  ver 
ture,  SIMCnas  as  excmpHlcd  by  tb 
whip  hand  <.!   .<    liority,    that  M. 
Lenine  sought  to  impress  his  views 
of  government  dh  all  the  worM.  He

about  open  and  perhaps  violent  rup- 
tures with  other  nations 

Mr.  Ramsay  MacDooald  has  the 
reputation  of  being  a  pacifist  His 
political  objects  in  promoting  the 
cause  of  peace  must  have  as  their 
mainspring  the  maintenance  of  Brit- 
ish prestige.  Labor,  in  putting  its 
heel  on  the  embers  of  w.ir  in  Ku- 
rope,  must  be  national  in  spirit,  pat- 
riotic, moderate,  and  liberal  in  the 
largest  sense.  It  must  stand  f'>r 
Britain  and  not  for  cosmopolitan 
Socialism.  It  must  remember  that 
whatever  may  be  the  attitude  of  some 
of  its  own  followers  the  British  peo- 
ple as  a  whole  do  not  approve  of  the 
aims  of  German  and  Russian  Com- 
munists. It  IS  Mtily  by  these  means 
that  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  can  re- 
tain office  and  measure  np  to  the  re- 
sponsibilitiea  whi^h  he  ia  abont  to 
aaanmc.

Lenlne  was  born  April  24,  1870.  in 
Pimbirsk,  Russis,  and  Is  said  to  have 
lii  i-n  the  Mon  of  a  nobleman.  His  real 
inline  Was  \'ladlMiir  Hitch  Oulianov, 
hut  he  ado|ited  the  pen  name  of  Ltn- 
Ine  quite  early  In  life  in  signing  his 
ladieal  articles  and  pamphleta.  He  la 
said  to  have  cheaen  it  beoause  of  his 
deep  feeling  over  the  massacre  of  aav- 
eral  hundred  miners  in  the  Ltena  sold 
fields  by  Crurlst  officers.

He  continued  hia  studies 
itiil  \<'as  Kraduated  as  a  lawyer  from 
the  University  of  l'<t  roRrii  d .  I-Yom 
then  on  hi^  lot  w.i.i  rant  \s  ith  tlie  pro- 
leta  ria  t . 

In  1895.  he  was  exiled  to  Hiberi.i 
for  his  part  In  organising  the  "Union 
for  the  Emancipation  of  the  Working 
Classes."  Freed  aome  time  later,  he 
lived  abroad  in  Munich,  London  and 
then  flenevn.  where  In  connection 
Willi  iith'-r  revolutionaries,  he  pub- 
lished Hoilalistlc  newspapers  ex- 
poundinR  the  eooaamic  theories  of 
Karl  Marx.
